Government Forces 
Disposed About 
Chicago In Such Manner As to 
M ake Lawlessness Very Unpleasant

Ch i c a g o , July 5 . —General Schofield 
today authorized General Miles to send 
ten companies of infantry from Fort 
Leavenworth and two companies from 
Fort Bodley, Montana, to Chicago. 
The Leavenworth companies left last 
night and will arrive this evening. 
Charles Becker, the Blue Island po­ 
lice officer who arrested a deputy 
m arshal for allowing a train to stop 
on a crossing, has been arrested by 
the federal authorities for obstructing 
an officer in his duties. 
The Illinois Central and the N orth­ 
western resumed their suburban traffic 
this morning. 
An order for a special grand jury to 
look into the case of the strikers was 
entered this morning in 
the United 
States courts. 
Regular troops a t the stockyards 
moved several trains this morning 
w ithout much trouble. 
Strikers to 
the num ber of three thousand held a 
m eat train which had to be moved and 
a detachm ent of ninety soldies under 
M a jo r Hatz, were put on the double- 
quick, with bayonets pointed, and the 
mob scattered instantly. 
At Bloomington, the blockade on 
the Alton has been raised and the 
trains are moving. 
Two companies of United States 
troops have been transferred from 
Blue Island to the Rock Island tracks, 
between Forty-first 
and Fifty-first 
streets in anticipation oi 
trouble 
there. 
The Nickle Plate is blockaded from 
here to Bellview, two hundred and 
seventy miles. 
All the men are out 
b u t the engineers. 
The blockade on the St. Paul at 
Sioux City has been raised to a cer­ 
tain extent. 
Trains are running all 
over the system, 
The Pan Handle 
commenced receiving perishable and 
all kinds of freight this morning. 
The people a t Riverside still refuse 
food to deputy m arshals and sheriffs, 
and the railroad companies have sent 
sleeping and hotel cars to the town. 
Four additional companies of troops 
were ordered from Ft. Leavenworth 
this afternoon and are now on their 
way to Chicago over the Burling­ 
ton. 
President Debs 
today requested 
Sovereign to call out all the Knights 
of Labor from Council Bluffs to San 
Francisco. 


railroad people becam e”still further 
alarmed when advised of the warlike 
preparations of the strikers a t various 
points north on the Oregon branch 
At Dunsmuir shortly after noon a 
body of seventy-five strikers, armed 
and equipped, marched to the Southern 
Pacific depot, where American Rail­ 
way Union men had a car and a loco­ 
motive in waiting, and soon this armed 
body of excited men was on the way 
to Sacramento. 
A United States mar­ 
shal's car was 
coupled behind the 
coach in which the strikers were rid­ 
ing. 
At Red Bluff a dem onstration which 
also portends trouble was made by the 
strikers. The American Railway Union 
men there received orders early in the 
day to come to Sacramento and at 
once began rustling about the town 
for arms. 
Finally IOO rifles and plenty 
of ammunition 
were 
secured 
and 
placed in a caboose at the depot. 
When the train from Dunsmuir ar­ 
rived at Red Bluff the arsenal and an­ 
other band of strikers were taken on 
board. 
At 3:30 o’clock the train 
stopped at Redding long enough for 
the strikers to purchase all the availa­ 
ble ammunition. 
The strikers are masters of the situa­ 
tion. 
They have complete possession 
of the depot 
M arshal Baldwin and a 
committee of strikers held a confer­ 
ence. 
Baldwin wanted the committee 
to allow the trains to be taken out but 
the committee refused unless Pullman 
sleepers were taken off. 
The marshal 
would not yield.

San Francisco M ilitia W ith S trik ers—W ork­ 
in gm en Said to B e A rm in g. 
Sacramento, CaL, July 5.—The cel­ 
ebration of the national holiday was 
completely overshadowed by the des­ 
perate struggle between the Southern 
Pacific and A. R. U. 
At IO o’clock in 
the morning two regim ents of state 
m ilitia from San Francisco and two 
companies from 
Stockton 
marched 
into this city, having abandoned their 
train tw o miles o u t 
The troops 
marched direct to the armory, around 
which the local m ilitia companies had 
established a strong guard. 
Soon after the troops had break­ 
fasted the city became excited over a 
report th at several men had been shot. 
It transpired th a t the shooting was 
accidentaL 
At I o’clock the troops 
moved toward the depot where a large 
force of police, deputy sheriffs and 
deputies, under United States Marshal 
Baldwin, were 
already on guard. 
The 
strikers 
and 
sympathizers 
to the num ber 
of 
several thou­ 
sand 
had 
preceded 
the troops. 
When the soldiers arrived they were 
greeted w ith derisive yells and harsh 
comments. 
One 
body 
of 
troops 
passed into the railroad yards and 
took up their position along the main 
line. 
The rest of the soldiers were 
glassed outside the depot 
It became 
known th at General Superintendent 
Fillmore had announced his intention 
to start trains under m ilitary protec­ 
tion. 
The strikers a t once became demon 
strative. 
Finally three companies of 
m ilitia 
were ordered to drive the 
strikers from the depot 
For a few 
moments the soldiers hesitated, then 
they wavered, and then came a blunt 
refusal to move against the strikers. 
A few m inutes later all the troops 
turned their backs upon the turbulent 
mob a t the depot and quietly w ith­ 
drew to the armory. 
A deafening 
shout announced the second victory 
of the strikers over the railroad com­ 
pany and their first victory over the 
state militia. 
Gen. Stephens, when ordered to clear 
the depot of strikers, asked for a w rit­ 
ten order to fire, but United States 
M arshal Baldwin refused, 
w anting 
the men to use physical force. 
It was 
then the officers declined to advance 
and the Stockton companies followed 
their example. 
Baldwin then orderer 
the soldiers to return to the armory. 
When the troops had w ithdraw n to 
their armory and the jubilant strikers 
and their sympathizers were loudly 
celebrating their victory a new source 
of danger became apparent. 
A body 
of fifty strikers appeared on the stage 
armed with rides and ammunition. It 
was learned the Garibaldi guard had 
turned the contents of its arsenal over

Spr in g fie l d, 111., July 5.—The state 
labor conference met a t IO a. rn. yes­ 
terday to adopt a platform. 
The re­ 
ports were presented, the majority, 
signed by four members, and the 
minority, which was very socialistic 
in nature, signed by Thomas J. Mor­ 
gan. 
Both caused considerable dis­ 
cussion, but the majority report will 
likely be adopted. 
The report is as 
follows: 
We demand the immediate nationali­ 
zation of the telegraph and the tele­ 
phones to be followed by governmen­ 
tal ownership of the railroads and 
mines. 
We demand the municipal owner­ 
ship of street railways, gas and elec­ 
tric light plants for the public distri­ 
bution of light, heat and power. 
The land is the heritage of the peo­ 
ple: therefore we condemn existing 
laws which permit the alien ow ner­ 
ship of large bodies of land held for 
speculative purposes and declare in 
favor of such taxation laws as will 
compel the using of land to make 
ownership profitable and also favor 
local option taxation. 
We demand the absolute free coin­ 
age of silver a t the ratio of l l to I, 
and the issuance 
by the 
general 
government of legal-tender notes in 
sufficient volume to meet the require­ 
ments of the increasing business of 
the country and we unequivocally 
condemn th^ policy of issuing interest- 
bearing bonds in the time of peace. 
Recognizing education to be the 
most potent agency for civilization, 
we favor such laws as will compel the 
attendance at school of all children of 
school age. 
The interests of the general public 
demand the passage of such laws as 
will give adequate protection and re­ 
lief to the oppressed employes on the 
railway, in the factory, shop and 
mine, therefore we demand the fol- 
I lowing: 
A legal eight-hour workday; 
! sanitary inspection of workshop, mine 
and home, liability of employer for 
injury to health, body or life; the abo­ 
lition of the contract system in ail 
public works; the abolition of the 
sweating system; proportional repre­ 
sentation; the adoption of the inita- 


specuiative purposes, the principles OI 
initiative, referendum and imperative 
mandate, the election of United States 
senators and judges by the people, 
liberal and per diem pensions, taxa­ 
tion of railroad property for muni­ 
cipal as well as state purposes. 
A 
resolution was passed demanding th at 
the government forbid the use of 
Pullman coaches until the strike is 
settled bv arbitration.

J. M. Franssen, president of the 
Fox River Homing Pigeon club at 
Green Bay, proposes to let loose a 
number of pigeons in this city at ? 
o’clock sharp on 
Sunday morning, 
timing their flight home to Green 
Bay. 
The pigeons w ill be sent to Ex­ 
press Agent McLean on Saturday. 
This w ill be interesting to pigeon 
fanciers, hereabouts, as it is the first 
time a test bas ever been made bere 
of the homing birds.
